the artist seizes the moment to make it 
immortal; the Antiquarian piles up know- 
ledge of tin 1 past: the Diarist hoards ex- 
perience; the Historian looks for a pattern; 
the Genealogist links up mankind. 

Sir Anthony Wagner quotes C S Lewis: 
'Human beings look separate because you 
see them walking about separately. But 
then we are so made that we can see only 
the present moment. If we could see the 
past, then of course it would look different. 
For there was a time when every man 
was part of his mother, and (earlier still) 
part o( his father as well: and when they 
were part of his grandparents. If you 
could see humanity spread out in time, as 
God sees it, il would not look like a lot 
of separate things dotted about. It would 
look like one single growing thing—rather 
like a very complicated tree. Every in- 
dividual would appear connected with 
every other.' 'It is this vision of history, 
writes Sir Anthony approvingly, 'that the 
genealogist feebly seeks to realise'. 

The purposes of Sir Anthony's marvel- 
lous and invigorating book*, which was 
first published in 1960 and is now re- 
issued with new material, are firstly to 
help those who are 'bitten with a genea- 
logical curiosity which they do not know 
how to satisfy' and secondly to aid 
students of history. 'There is now ... a 
truly modern school of historians, es- 
pecially linked in England with Sir Louis 
Namier, which builds up the picture of a 
former age round the descriptions of in- 
dividuals and of their political and social 
relationships.' Indeed, who can conceive 
of a history of the 15th century without 
at least one family tree? 

In my youth the study of genealogy and 
heraldry was considered 'Victorian' and 
snobbish and people made the sort of jokes 
about it that they made about the paint- 
ings of Bninc-.lones. And yet is it not a 
laudable form of snobbery to wish to con- 
nect oneself to great men of the past, for

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if a connection is proved one is the more 
likely to seek to emulate them? And is 
not anything which renders more vivid the 
study of history an adjunct to education — 
and what could focus our attention more 
firmly than to realise it is our own ances- 
tors whom we read about competing on a 
battlefield or sparring in parliament.' 1 
think the attitude of most people is dif- 
ferent today, and that they realise the 
study of genealogy is an enrichment of 
life. After all. in a sense, our future lies 
in our past. 

I am bound to consider the impulse to 
make genealogical trees a natural one, 
because before 1 was 10 I set out to trace 
my descent from Adam via Imperial 
Rome. Alas! there were unbridgable gaps 
between the Jews of the Old Testament 
and the patrician Roman families, and be- 
tween Rome and the earliest English 
kings: the great work was soon aban- 
doned. In 1939 and 1940, during the 
phoney war, my interest was revived when, 
in an attempt to fill the vacuum of exis- 
tence. I set out to plan an armorial book- 
plate. I wanted to get it right once and for 
all, and because 1 thought there might be 
some quarterings to include I applied to 
the College of Arms. I well remember the 
shock of being awoken by the telephone 
one morning to hear a distinguished voice 
announcing 'This is Bluemantle Puirsui- 
vant speaking'. (I should explain for the 
sake of the uninitiated that if you marry 
an heiress — that is to say, a lady with no 
brothers — your descendants are entitled to 
quarter her arms with your own in per- 
petuity. In this way a coat-of-arms, going 
with the blood, survives the extinction of 
a surname.) There proved to be too many 
quarterings for a book-plate. The design 
looked too fussy, and I never had the 
book-plate made. 

1 should add that these researches by 
the College of Arms had to be paid for 
step by step, and the total achievement 
of 92 quarterings was then painted in the 
records of the College for posterity at so 
much a quartering. 1 am not even allowed 
to go and look at it without paying a fee. 
Twenty years ago I learned on enquiry 
that 1 could have a copy made -with 



yellow paint substituting for gold — for 
£50. 1 am still meaning to have it done, 
but I bet the price has gone up. The Col- 
lege must be kept going somehow. 

So if, making good use of the many 
sources of genealogical research indicated 
by Sir Anthony, you compile for yourself 
an elaborate and meticulous pedigree, you 
need not expect the College of Arms to 
accept and register it unless you pay cash 
for them to check every link in the chain. 
Still, you will have had your fun- and 
may even have made a valuable con- 
tribution to our country's records. 

Some genealogical games. Are you 
descended from all the three sons of 
Edward III who left issue? From how 
many of the great men at the court of 
Elizabeth 1 can you trace a descent.' 
Cecil. Essex, Southampton. Walsingham? 
— you can't be descended from Sir Walter 
Ralegh, but you can from his sister. From 
how many characters in Shakespeare's 
plays? The really grand thing is to be 
descended from Henry VII. who married 
the daughter of Edward IV. This is be- 
cause, odd as it may seem, until this cen- 
tury, when Royalty began to marry com- 
moners and have non-royal descendants, 
unless you were a Royalty yourself and 
probably foreign, Henry VII was the last 
English king from whom it was possible 
to be legitimately descended. There were 
10.283 traceable descents from Henry's 
younger daughter Mary, Queen of France 
and Duchess of Suffolk, in 1903. 

Sir Anthony's second and third chapters 
are called 'The Roots' and 'English and 
Norman'. In the former he summarises 
the Anglo-Saxon. Viking, Celtic and 
French immigrations. In the latter he dis- 
cusses four English, pre-conquest families 
— Arden. Berkeley, Ingoldsby. Stanley — 
and five Norman ones — Giffard, Tony. 
Gresley, Clifford. Shirley; besides certain 
Norman families who settled in Wales. 
Ireland or Scotland — notably Fitzgerald 
and Stewart. 

In other chapters Sir Anthony analyses 
the structure of society at different stages 
in our history, showing how classes tend 
to merge; discusses the rise and fall of 
families; studies later immigrants — Flem- 
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Corndi in Ford , yeoman, 
of Pack-wood , Co. Warwick, 
/6j2-/70«.)

ings, Dutch. Germans, Huguenots, Jews 
and Gypsies (his own ancestor Melchior 
Wagner. the son of a hatter in C. bu'g, 
came to England in 1709); describes the 
settling of British people in Ireland, 
America, the West Indies, Canada. Aus- 
tralia: lists the existing records which 
make further research possible — state, ec- 
clesiastical, parish or private; and gives a 
brief history of genealogical research. 

Americans have in the past been even 
more assiduous in proving their pedigrees 
than the recent English; so those of old 
family -and 19 settlers in New England 
before 1650 were descended from Edward 
I- may know the facts as well as Sir 
Anthony Wagner. But I cannot doubt 
that there will be many who, after read- 
ing his account of the colonists in Maine. 
Virginia. Maryland and Massachussets, 
will be inspired to further study. 

II is of interest that many Australians 
have been hesitant to derive their ancestry 
from convicts. Sir Anthony deplores this. 
rightly pointing mil that the offences for 
which men were transported in the last 
century would now seem nothing to be 
ashamed of. 'For the genealogist a convict 
ancestor has the outstanding merit that his 
collision with the law will be. the subject 
of record, so that far more personal in- 
formation may be available about him 
than for the average ol settlers.' 

It will be evident to the reader that 
English Genealogy gives both instruction 



and pleasure. It is no doubt a classic in 
its field, and I should say one of the most 
important books of our time. Let me end 
with three curiosities, which particularly 
appealed to me. 

The first is a genealogical tree connect- 
ing Dr Johnson laterally with Lord 
Chesterfield. Johnson's first cousin, the 
Revd Cornelius Ford, married Judith, 
daughter by his second wife of Ambrose 
Crowley, Quaker of Stourbridge, who, by 
his first wife Mary Hall was great-grand- 
father of a Mary Crowley who married 
Sir William Stanhope, KB, brother of 
Philip, Earl of Chesterfield. 

The second concerns two famous stores, 
Catesby's of Tottenham Court Road and 
Bentall's of Kingston-on-Thames. The 
accounts of how the present Catesbys 
derive from a William Catesby, 'who ac- 
quired rights in the manor of Ladbroke, 
Warwickshire, in 1349 when landowners 
were hard hit by the Black Death', and of 
how Mr L E Rowan Bentall, chairman 
and joint managing director of his firm, 
descends from one who held the manor of 
Acton Burnell in Shropshire in the 13th 
century, prove fascinating studies in the 
ups and downs of family history. 

I want to introduce my third curiosity 
with what may appear to be a digression. 
I received last week a letter from a friend 
who is an officer in the Royal Fleet 
Auxiliary. He wrote: 'The Pitcairn 
islanders came swarming out to the ship, 



bringing their wood-carvings, postage 
stamps and all sorts of delicious f r uit — 
melon, pineapple, oranges, tangerines, 
pears and tiny, luscious bananas (called 
plantains, I think). It looked lovely, but 
we only stayed for three hours and no- 
body went ashore except the doctor, who 
had to attend a Christian with a broken 
leg. They are a picturesque bare-footed 
lot, but I think life must be hell, what 
with no alcohol and Seventh Day Advent- 
ism, but perhaps not if you have never 
known different.' Sir Anthony Wagner 
tells us: 'Fletcher Christian, the leader of 
the nine mutineers from the ship Bounty, 
who in 1790 sought refuge from the 
penalties of the law on remote Pitcairn 
Island in the south eastern Pacific, be- 
longed to a well known Manx and Cum- 
brian family and was descended from 
Edward I' through Joan of Acre (Countess 
of Suffolk). The settlers of Pitcairn 
brought with them eleven Tahitian women 
and six Tahitian men. The Tahitian men 
left no children and the later inhabitants 
of Pitcairn sprang from the English sailors 
and their Tahitian wives. Through inter- 
marriage a large proportion of the whole 
Pitcairn population and of the descend- 
ants on Norfolk Island of those who went 
there from Pitcairn in 1856 are now 
descendants of Fletcher Christian, so that 
it is doubtful whether any British com- 
munity contains so large a proportion of 
descendants of our early kings.'
